Housewives of New York, 
Aided by Municipal Offi- 
cials, Start Fight, and It Is 
Spreading Over the Nation. 


BOYCOTT PUT ON EGGS 
AS FIRST STEP IN FIGHT 


It Is Charged That Middle- 
man Gets 65 Cents of Every 
Dollar Paid by Consumer 
for Food—Fight Spreads 
to Southern Cities. 


New York, November 28.—New York 


city’s fight to reduce the high cost of 
living began in earnest today with a 
boycott on eggs by thousands of house- 
wives. This was followed with a direct 
appeal by the National Housewives’ 
League to President Wilson for the 
regulation of the country’s food supply, 
and meetings of federal, state and city 
officials and investigating committees, 
as well as varfous civi¢ organizations, 
at which resolutions were adopted look- 
@ng to a speedy readjustment of con- 
ditions. ‘Coincident with the egg boy- 
cott there wa's a break in the price 
of turkeys of from four to five cents 
a pound. 

Virtually every branch of the munici- 
pal government was at work today in 
an effort to find a solution to the food 
problem. A statement issued by Israel 
Feinberg, president of the board of 
coroners, declared that “the present 
high cost of living is directly reflected 
in an increase in the number of sui- 


cides, deaths from lack of proper nour- 


ishment and birth control.” 
To Investigate Conditions. 

The culminating feature of the day's 
activities was the passage by the board 
of aldermen of a resolution providing 
that the committee on general welfaré 
be directed to report as early as pos- 
sible “a practical plan for investigat- 
ing such conditions, with a view of 
adopting such ordinances, recommend- 


ing such Tegisiation; or taking such 


steps as may be best calculated to rem- 
edy the evil.” ee 

At the same time the department of 
health was instructed to make a thor- 


ough investigation of storage ware- 


houses, 

Commissioner of Weights and Meas- 
ures Hartigan announced that Mayor 
Burns, of Troy, president of the Con- 
ference of Mayors of the State of New 
York, would come here tomorrow for 
a conference with Mayor Mitchel and 
Mr. Hartigan to devise ‘a comprehen- 
sive, united program to conserve the 
food supply of the sstate and keep the 
price down.”) 

‘Co-operating with Commissioner Har- 
tigan in extending the boycott on eggs, 
he said tonight, were 700 motion picture 
theaters in the greater city. These 
houses will until further notice dis- 
play the following notice on their 
screens: 

“Smash the egg gamblers. Join the 
egg boycott. It’s the man higher up— 
not the retailer. Practice economy in 
use of eggs. Buy only for aged, in- 
firm and children. Decrease the demand 
and watch the price come down. It’s 
up to you.” 

Sixty-five cents of every dolar paid 
by the consumer for food goes to the 
middle man, according to John J. Dil- 
lon, commissioner of New York state 
for foods gnd markets, who testifieg 
today before the Wicks legislative com- 
mittee in its investigation into the 
high cost of living.

MOVE FOR BELGIANS 
BY UNITED STATES 


New Representations to Be 
Made to Germany in- Re- 
gard to Deportations--Wil- 
son Is Exercised Over the 
Matter. 


Washington, November 28.—New rep- 
resentations are about to be made to 
the German government by the United 
States concerning the deportation of 
Belgian civilians for labor in Germany. 


What form they shall take has not 
been determined, but it became known 
tonight that the administration is se- 
riously exercised over the matter and 
is preparing for its next step with great 
deliberation, hoping to make it effective 
without straining the relations between 
the two countries. 
Grew’s Effort Unavailing. 

American Charge Grew at Berlin re- 
céntly took up this question inform- 
ally with the German foreign office, 
and at the state department's direction 
said that a most unfavorable impres- 
sion was being created in neutral coun- 
tries, particularly the United States. 
His effort was unavailing, however. 
The foreign office, in a note now on its 
way to Washington, replied that de- 
portation of the Belgians was a mili- 
tary necessity and was being carried 
on in accordance with international 
law governing the treatment of popu- 
lations in conquered territory. 

The charge’s preliminary report, the 
latest appeal for aid from the Belgian 
government and other information in 
the hands of the state department were 
discussed at today’s cabinet meeting, 
and Secretary Lansing remained with 
the president for nearly half an hour 
after the- other members left... Ambas- 
sador Gerard, here for final confer- 
ences before returning to Berlin, and 
Colonel E.._ M. House also talked over 
the plight @f the Belgians during visits 
to the white house and the state de- 
partment. It wa's said later that this 
situation had made such a profound 
impression that for the present at 
least it had displaced in interest the 
submarine issue. 

Gerard to See Wilson. 

Ambassador Gerard did not see the 
president, but at Mr. Wilson’s request

BREAD RATIONS 

FOR THE DEPORTED. 

Paris, November 29.—Owing to re- 
ports from deported Belgian civilians 
now in Germany, says a Havas dis- } 
patch from Havre, the Belgian govern- 
ment has been compelied to urrange 
for the sending of bread rations to 
their deported tellow countrymen. A 
beginning has been made by the dis- 
patch of 12,000 rations to the intern- 
ment camp at Soldau, Last Prussia. In 
the meantime a committee for the re- 
lief of the deported Belgivn c:vilians 
is being formed at Ghent. 

GERMAN COMMANDER 
DEFENDS HIS COURSE. 

Amsterdam, November 28.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—*I am nck in Belgium to mar- 
tyrize the population, nor mete out 
punishment, but only to further the 
interests of Germany in the most com- 
prehensive way,” says General Baron 
von Bissing, military governor of Bel- 
gium, in an interview published in The 
Dusseldorf Tageblatt. He adds: 

“We are doing this according to our 
best judgment and conscience, and 1 
think .it.a. great achievement that this 
country, just behind the linés, has been 
kept free from revolt. I am an old 
soldier and should not like to use arms 
against this unarmed population. 

“I consider that I am serving the 
emperor and the fatherland to the best 
advantage when I cause the least pos- 
sible German blood to. flow here, and 
the fewest possible Germans to be 
withdrawn from our front lines to 
watch over Belgium.” 

NEW ORLEANS WOMEN 
CONDEMN GERMANY.

GOVERNMENT RESTS 
IN TRIAL OF WATSON 


The Session Develops Into 
School in Latin — Editor

Augusta, Ga., November 28.—The 
government rested its case late today 
in the trial of Thomas E. Watson, of 
Themson, Ga., after the session had 
devtloped into what presiding Judge 
W. W. Lambdin termed. a: “school in 
Latin.” Watson is being tried in fed- 
eral district court on charges of hav- 
ing sent obscene matter through the 
mails, portions of which were -in the 
dead tongue.

As soon as the government finished 
its case Watson sought to put in evi- 
dence his “literary character” and on 
objection of the ‘prosecution it was 
decided to await until tomorrow to 
argue the point.

Watson, in reply, asserted that “‘this 
is a most infamous persecution,” and 
reiterated his charges. Judge Lambdin 
held that there-was nothing to show 
that such was the case and before the 
jury had been recalledhe warned Wat- 
son that if he could “not control him- 
self” he ‘could no longer’ act as hi's 
own counsel. During the. discussion 
which preceded the judge’s admonition 
Watson suddenly turned to a man in 
the courtroom and said “This man, 
Moye, has twice attempted my life.” 
S. M. Moye,.a United States deputy col- 
lector of internal revenue, half-rose to 
his feet and murmured a reply which 
later was said to be: “I did not.” 

No further mention was made of 
this, and Moye was again a spectator 
in the courtroom during the afternoon. 
His only official connection with the 
cage has been to aid court officers at 
times in handling the crowds which 
have sought admission. 

The prosecution during the afterncon 
took up the Latin cited in the indict- 
ment and had Professor R. L. McWhor- 
ter, of the University of Georgia, and 
a number of students and foruaer stu- 
dents of that institution, as well as of 
Mercer university, translate it. 

State Senator Samuel L. Olive, of 
Watson’s counsel, had contended that 
the Latin should go to the jury in its 
Original form, but was overruled. 

Comparison Net Allowed. 

On cross-examination much time was 
taken by the defense in efiorts to get 
from the witnesses the length of time 
it took them to perform the transla- 
tion, and how! much study was re- 


quired before a person would be pre- 


pared to begin the translation. Va- 
rious other features of Latir works 
were taken up, the defense going to 
great lengths in an effort to show 
that the “common run of -nen” could 
not read Latin and also that many 


‘standard works of Latin literature ton- 


tained language which might be class- 
ed as similar to that mentioned in the 
indictment.

And Eat More Rice 
And Corn Products 


That’s the Way to Reduce 
Cost of Living, Speaker 
Clark Tells Consumers. 
Don’t Wait for Govern- 
ment Remedies. 


Washington, November 28.—If the 
high cost of living bothers you, don’t 
wait for governmental remedies, but 


buy some laying hens and eat more 


corn products and rice, says Speaker 


Clark. Not that he does not think the 
government can not help bring down 
the price of foodstuffs, by legislative 
or other action, but he pins greater 
faith in more direct methods. 

Thus the speaker expressed himself 
today on the high cost of living prob- 
lem, which he regards as one of the 
greatest facing the nation. He refer- 
red to Representative Fitzgerald’s em- 
bargo bill. 

“There may or may not be a chance 
fcr Mr. Fitzgerald’s proposed bill,” he 
said.’ “It might do some good; I don’t 
know. I think the government can 
help lowtr,food prices by legislative 
or other ac Tom. but I do know that 
there are ways by*which the consumer 
can cut down his expenses" 

“For instance, every one whre..can 
should keep some hens. And any mah 
who has twenty square feet of ground 
can keep thém. 

“People should eat more corn prod- 
ucts, too. Much is highly nutritious 
and it isn’t éaten” enough. 

“Rice is too generally overlooked in 
this country. I was surprised to hear 
the other day ‘that five cents worth 
of rice will serve as a substitute for 
bread for an entire day in a family of 
six people.” 

The speaker declared that he will 
urge passage this year of a federal law 
prohibiting thé killing of veal calves. 
Such a measure failed at the last ses- 
sion. He also expressed the view that 
the egg speculators violate the law in 
holding eggs for a raise in price and 
that people were “foolish” to permit 
their butter prices to be regulated 
from. one point. in thfs country.

CARRANZA LOSES 
CHHUAHUA CITY 


According to Reports Re- 
ceived®at Juarez—Carran- 
‘za Troops Assembling to 
Attempt to Retake City. 


Juarez, Mexico, November 28.—Anoth- 
er day of suspense has passed without 
anything definite being announced as 
to the fate of the Carranza garrison 
in Chihuahua City. It now has been 
six days since the first skirmishing 
started and three days since the tele- 
graph line was cut. 

Since early today persistent reports 
have been in circulation here and in 
El Paso to the effect that General 
Trevino has been forced to abandon 
the state capital because his ammuni- 
tion supply was exhausted. One re- 
port stated that General Trevino had 
gone south toward Taplaopa where he 
made his la'st stand yesterday before 
retiring farther south. Other reports 
said his forces became divided, a part 
going south to join Genera] Murguia’s 
advancing column and the remainder 
moving north to Sauz. 

High Carranza officials as well as 
officers of General Gonzales’ staff ad- 
mitted that these reports might be 
true and said it was possible that 
General Trevino had been forced to 
withdraw temporarily until General 
Murguia arrived with fresh troops and 
ammunition supplies. The temporary 
commander of the garrison here said 
he expected to hear that General Trev- 
ino had retired to Sauz to get am- 
munition from the north and to wait 
for Murguia’s arrival to the south of 
the city. 

Reports that refugees, including 
Americans and other foreigners, had 
reached Terrazas today and also that 
General Carlos Ozuna had arrived there 
with the remnants of hi’s cavalry col- 
umn were received here from various 
sources, but could not be verified by 
telegraph from Sauz to Terrazas. 

General Francisco Gonzales, who left 
Juarez early today with a force of 
men, machine guns and a carload of 
ammunition, is expected to return to- 
morrow. He left to make a scouting 
trip and if possible to reach Sauz and 
organize a force to send to the assist- 
ance of General Trevino, it was_an- 
nounced here. 

Carranza Forces Gather. 

A garrison of approximately 800 men 
was said to have been stationed at Sauz 
to operate against the moving bands of 
Villa bandits. With the 400 men Gen- 


eral Gonzales took from the garrison 
here and the forces from western Chi- 
huahua and the stations between Jua- 
rez and Sauz, the Juarez commander 
will have a war strength brigade of 
approximately 2,500, with machine guns, 
at least two field pieces and plenty of 
ammunition, according to Carranza of- 
ficials.

Washington, November 2§.—Heavy 
expenditure of ammunition by General 
Trevino in his desperate fights with 
Villa at Chihuahua is expected”here to 
result in strong pressure upon Car- 
ranza for prompt ratification of the 
protocol signed at Atlantic City by 
the Mexican-American commission. Al- 
though no representation was made by 
the Mexican members looking to a lift- 
ing of the embargo on arms and am- 
munition, they were given to under- 
stand that consideration would be given 
to such representation if Carranza dis- 


played a willingness to enter into an} 


agreement whose basic principles would 
be the protection of the life and prop- 
erty of foreigners in Mexico. 

Information has reached the govern- 
ment from some sources indicating that 
General Obregon, Mexican minister of 
war, had not supplied the Chihuahua 
arsenal as liberally as he could have 
but in official Mexican quarters there 
was a denial of this today and a reiter- 
ation of the assertion that the short- 
age extended to the general ‘stores. 

Administration officials do not mini- 
mize the importance of Villa’s renewed 
strength, but few believe it will as- 
sume such proportions as to alter the 
plan of the United Stdtes government 
to continue its efforts to bind Car- 
ranza to an agreement looking to the 
protection of foreign interests.

QVERTON IS GUILTY:. 
T0 DIE ON GALLOWS 


Huntsville Man Convicted 
of Murder of Judge Law- 
ler, His Political Oppo- 
nent—Jury Out for Hours. 


Huntsville, <Ala.. November 28.— 
“Guilty of murder in the first degree,” 
with a recommendation that the death 
penalty, hanging, be imposed, was the 
verdict of a jury in the Madison coun- 


ty circuit court, which for the past) 


week has been sitting in the trial of 
David D. Overton, who was charged 
with the murder near here last June 
of Probate Judge William T. Lawler, 
his political opponent. 

The verdict was returned at 11:30 
o'clock this morning in a partially 
crowded court room after the jury had 
deliberated since 6:30 p. m. yesterday. 
Sentence to die January 12 was pro- 
nounced by Judge B. M. Miller, but 
suspension wa'’s ordered when counsel 
for the defense filed a motion for a 
new trial. Date for-a hearing on the 
motion has not been fixed... ¢ 


Overton Scanned Faces of Jurors. 

When the jury filed into the court 
room the prisoner’s eyes sought the 
face of each juror as if to trace some 
niessage that would tell him his fate. 
When the verdict was read Overton 
remained calm; but a perceptible ex- 
pression of ‘surprise came over the 
former clerk’s countenance, and he 
looked at the jurors intently as if 
trying to fathom their thoughts. He 
was.asked by Judge Miller if he had 
anything to say. He was silent per- 
haps ten seconds. , 

“Nothing, judge,” he replied, “except 
that I am not guilty.” 

The words came from his lips in al- 
most a whisper. Judge Miller pro- 
nounced the ‘sentence, counsel for the 


defense filed their motion for a new 
trial, and Overton, in charge of sev- 


eral sheriff's deputies, wa taken to 
the Madison county jail, where he 
will remain until his case finally is 
disposed of. ‘ 

Overton’s conviction is the climax to 
one of the most dramatic murder cases 
in Alabama’s history. The chain of 
developments included the killing of 
a probate judge, the suicides soon aft- 
erward of a Huntsville attorney and a 
sheriff of Madison county, and a man- 
hunt which was carried into practically 
every southern’ state and parts of 
Canada. = 
Overton Admitted Killing. 

Mystery surrounding the discovery 
on June 17 of*the body of Judge Law- 
ler in a Tennessee river slough under 
the Whitesburg bridge, ten miles from 
here, was not cleared up until Novem- 
ber 24, when Overton at his triel ad- 
mitted he shot and killed the jurist on 
the bridge the night of June 14. 


He declared, however, that he killed 
Judge Lawler after the latter had at- 


tacked him with a Knife. The at- 
tack, he said, followed his (Overton’s) 
refusal to join Lawler in a plan to 
try to delay a report which was ex- 
pected from a special grand jury of the 
Madison county circuit court. The 
grand jury was understood to be in- 
vestigating alleged irregularities in the 
election last spring-in which Lawler 
defeated Overton for the probate judge- 
ship.

Shelby Pleasants, a prominent attor- 
ney, also committed suicide soon after 
the killing, though there has been 
nothing developed to establish any 
— between him and the crime.

The British cruiser Newcastle is re- 
ported to have been sunk at the en- 
trance to the Firth of Forth, Scot- 
land, November 15, by a mine, accord- 
ing to the Overseas News agency. 

“It is reported from Rotterdam,” 
says the news agency, “that the New- 
castle at the time of the’ disaster was 
accompanied by two other cruisers. Of 
the crew of the Newcastle 27 men were 
killed and 47 wounded. 

“The total losses to the British navy 
with this loss, as far as can be ascer- 
tained, have reached 121 ships of 567,- 
950 tons, not counting auxiliary cruis- 
ers and auxiliary ships. 

“The English patrol ship, sunk dur- 
ing the raid of German sea forces the 
night of November 27, was the steam 
trawler Narval, which was engaged in 


the mine-sweeping service. Her crew 
belonged to the Royal Naval service.” 


The British cruiser Newcastle was a 
vessel of 4,800 tons and was built in 
1909. Her complement was 376 men. 
She was 430 feet long and carried two 
6-inch amd ten 4-inch guns, four 
$-pounders and two torpedo tubes.

FATE OF ZEPPLNS 
-ATHUSE BRTONS 


Destruction of Two German 
Airships With Crews 
Causes Great Rejoicing. 
Little Damage Done by 
Raiders. 


en + ee 


London, November 28.—The destruc- 
tion of two of the Zeppelins with their 
crews that participated in last night’s 
air raid caused great enthusiasm in 
the northeast coast towns which had 
suffered so often in previous air raids. 
This morning the naval airmen who ar- 
rived to report the success of the Brit- 
ish in their fight against the airship 
which was making her way homeward 
when she was brought down, was given 
a tremendous ovation by the towns- 
people, who carried him shoulder high 
through streets crowded with cheering 
people, witile the sirens of the ship- 
Pine shrieked triumphantly. 

Regarding the report that the Ger- 
mans used an airplane disguised as 
British, for today’s raid on London, a 
member of the government said in the 
house of commons that he had no in- 
formation on this head. 

Disaster for Many Airships. 

Seven raiding Zeppelins have been 
destroyed in England this year, while 
six have been brought down in other 
fields. The raid Jast night was the 
first in two months. 

Official reports do not say how many 
airships crossed the coast, but appar- 
ently they were bombarded so severe- 
ly by anti-aircraft guns as well as be- 
ing attacked by airplanes that they 
were unable to do much damage. 

Fell in Flames, 

One Zeppelin discharged her cargo 
of explosives in Yorkshire and Dur- 
ham. She was attacked by a single 
airplane and fell in flames off the Dur- 
ham coast. 

Another got as far as the North 
Midland counties and likewise dropped 
bombs. She was attacked by airplanes 
and guns and apparently was damaged, 
but effected repairs after reaching the 
Norfolk coast and started for home at 
high speed and at a high altitude. 
Naval airplanes were awaiting her and 
with the aid of an armed trawler 
brought her down. 

Great crowds attracted to the sea- 
coast by the firing, watched the Zep- 
pelins as they descended in flames. 

Official Story of Raid. 

The official account of the raid is- 
sued this morning, says: 

“A number of hostile airships ap- 
proached the northeast coast of Eng- 
land between 10 and 11 o’clock last 
night. Bombs were dropped at vari- 
ous places in Yorkshire and Durham. 
The damage is believed to be slight. 

“One airship attacked by airplanes 
of the Royal Flying corps, was 
brought down in flames into the sea

off the coast of Durham. Another air- 
ship crossed into the North Midland 
counties and dropped bombs at vari- 
ous places. On her return journey she 
was repeatedly attacked by airplanes 
of the Royal Flying corps and guns. 
She appears to have been damaged, for 
the last part of the journey was made 
at very slow speed. She was unable to 
reach the coast before day was break- 
ing. Near the Norfolk coast she ap- 
parently succeeded in effecting repairs 
and was proceeding east at high speed, 
and at an altitude of over 8,000 feet 
she was attacked nine miles out at 
sea by four machines of the Royal 
Naval Air service and an armed trawl- 
er, and was brought down in flames 
at 6:45 a. m. 

The damage caused by the Zeppelin 
attack was reported in the following 
official announcement: 

“The latest police reports show that 
the damage and casualties in last 
night’s air raid were very slight, al- 
though over 100 bombs are known to 
have been dropped. One woman died 


from shock, while five men, seven 
women and four children were injured. 

“In one town fifteen houses were se- 
Hegre 4 and twenty slightly damaged. 
At other places in which bombs were 
dropped the damage was insignificant. 
There was no military damage of im- 
portance. 

Previeus Zeppelin Raids. 

On September 3 a squadron of Zep- 
pelins raided the eastern counties of 
Engiand, with London, according to the 
British official statement, their ap- 
parent objective. One of the airships 
was brought down in flames close to 
} London. On September 23 twelve Zep- 
pelins again attempted to reach Lon- 
don and this time two were victims of 
the British anti-aircraft guns in the 
neighborhood of the capital. The crew 
of one airship perished and the*crew 
of the other, consisting of 22 men, was 
captured. 

An official statement by the British 
war office stated that thirty pergons 
{were killed and 110 injured as the re- 
sult of the bombs dropped by the raid- 
ers on this occasion. On November 18 
Petrograd reported that Russian troops 
near Pinsk on the eastern battle line 
brought down a large Zeppelin and 
captured the crew of sixteen. 

The first Zeppelin to meet with dis- 
aster in the English raids was the I,- 
15, which was forced down in an attack 
on London on March 31 and captured 
in the Thames estuary. The airship 
sank while in tow of a British patrol 
boat. Prior to this on January 31 the 
L-19 was seen in the North sea in a 
sinking condition after a raid on Eng- 
land, and is believed to have been dam- 
aged by the English coast batteries. 
[After one of the early raids on Eng- 
land on February 18, 1915, the Zeppe- 
lin L-3 was lost in a snowstorm and 
forced to land in Denmark, where she 
was burned by her crew, fourteen of 
whom were interned by the Danish au- 
thorities. 


AIRSHIP DROPS 
BOMBS ON LONDON. 


London, November 28.—Flying at a 
great height, a German airplane this 
morning passed over London and drop- 
ped six bombs on the capital, aceord- 
ing to an official statement issued this 
afternoén. Four persons were injured 
and only slight material damage, it is 
added, was caused. 

According to an official statement is- 
sued this evening the police reports 
show that nine persons were injured in 
the airplane raid on London.

TO PUSH THE MACON ROAD. 

A statement from Chairman T. E. Patter- 
son, of the state highway commission, pub- 
lished today, presents commendable evidence 
of a purpose to push the construction of the 
Macon-Atlanta highway with all possible 
rapidity. 

No doubt projects of this kind require 
considerable time for conference and pre- 
liminary arrangement; but in connection 
with this undertaking these have now been 
completed, and following the survey of the 
route scheduled to begin next Monday, the 
contracts will be signed and the entire work 
finished, it is announced, before July 1, 1917. 

It is to the commission’s credit that, as 
Chairman Patterson states, it is ahead of 
practically every other highway department 
in the United States in getting busy with 
the first year’s project under the federal 
aid act. 

Nevertheless, the popularity of this road 
and the extensive use of it are creating de- 
mand for its earliest possible completion. 
We believe the state highway department 


appreciates this situation, and will permit 


no unnecessary delay in the construction 
work. 

It is to this end that The Constitution 
urges the counties interested, not only in 
this, but in any other road improvement 
project undertaken, to respond promptly to 
any call made by the state commission and 
to be in readiness upon short notice to per- 
form their part of the contract. Indifference 
and delay on the part of one county might 
block an important project for weeks and 


perhaps for months; and thousands of per-. 
- gons might be inconvenienced as the result 


of its neglect. 

It will not do to say they have gotten 
along without it for many years and can 
continue to do so for a while longer; such 
a spirit as that not only stops progress, but 
will set any community upon the backward 


track. 
There is further encouragement in Chair- 


"man Patterson’s letter with reference to 


future projects to be handied by the com- 
The secend year’s program, for 
instance, will not have to suffer delay be- 
cause of preliminary conferences and the 
work of surveying. All of this can and will 
be done while the first year’s work is in 
progress; and when next July comes the 
commission can and will be ready to begin 
the actual work of new construction. 


Chairman Patterson’s announcement of 
the commission’s purpose to complete the 
Macon-Atlanta highway by July, 1917, is one 
that will interest north and south Georgia 
equally with the territory through which it 


passes. 


If, while the work is being done, it will 
eliminate the railroad grade crossings, it

A WAY TO STOP IT. 
Discussing the case of Michigan, which 


has just adopted prohibitidn laws upon the 
line of those recently put in force in Geor- 
gia, T. M. Gilmore, president of the Na- 
tional Model License league, of Louisville, 
Ky., calls attention to conditions under the 
Georgia law, particularly in Atlanta, to 
which city liquor shipments, under the new 
laws, have grown from 7,741 in May, the 
first month of their enforcement, to 45,273 
in October. 

_ Arguing that this shows that “prohibt- 
tion does not prohibit,” it is concluded that 
upon a similar basis the enactment of na- 
tional prohibition “would mean the destruc- 
tion of hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
worth of property and investments, but it 
would not make unlawful the manufactur- 
ing, transporting and importing of wine, 
cider, beer and whisky for personal use.” 

Mr. Gilmore does not take account of 
the extraordinary encouragement and as- 
sistance given to the liquor traffic by the 
federal government in the free and wide 
open use of the mails and interstate trans- 
portation lines. 

It is, that assistance which has caused 
the liquor shipments into Atlanta and Geor- 
gia to grow in extraordinary proportion, and 
not any legislative intention ‘“‘that the de 
mand for liquor shall be recognized,” to 
quote again from the letter. 

The specific legislative purpose to pre 
vent widespread and general consumption 
of liquors by individuals was clearly appar- 
ent in its enactment prohibiting beer and 
whisky advertisements of every sort and 
kind, 

No billboard or sign post in Georgia 
shall carry such an advertisement; no. 
newspapers shall print one. But news- 
papers carrying pages of liquor adver- 
tisements may be sent to Georgians through 
the mails; and, worse than that, the mails 
are open to every liquor house in every 
state that tolerates them, for direct per- 
sonal solicitation of orders from every man, 
woman and child within the state. 

What Georgia and other states have 
sought to do, in the curtailment of liquor 
consumption, federal assistance is undoing 
more and more every month, as increasing 
liquor shipment figures indicate. 

The prohibition question is one for each 
state to solve for itself, and when it 
reaches that solution it at least has the 
right to expect and demand that federal 
government should put no stumbling block 
in its way. 

Presuming, for the sake of argument, 
the enactment of national prohibition, does 
anyone suppose for a moment the federal 
government would leave its mails and 
transportation lines wide open to solicita- 
tion and delivery from Canada or Mexico? 

Certainly it can do for the states that 
want it, what it would undoubtedly do for 
itself, if the problem were presented. It 
. Was an easy matter to eliminate the Lou- 
isiana lottery, and all other§ gambling de- 
vices of its kind, by the simple closing of 
the mails. Child labor is made a thing of 
the past by the prohibition of interstate 
| transportation to those employing it. 

But the government continues, through | 
inaction, to foster public

The 
delegates alone will number approximately 
1,000, and with their wives and other kin- 
folk who will accompany them upon this 
visit to the south, will bring to Atlanta dur- 
ing the land show period not feowd, it is es- 
timated, than 2,000 visitors. Its last annual 
convention was held at Baltimore, Md. It is 
understood that this convention will bring 
many more people to Atlanta than ordinarily 
attends its session solely because of the add- 
ed attraction of the land show, many coming

Bolstered by such “talking points” as the 
foregoing, the land show committee of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce, which or- 
ganization is staging the land show, and 
which committee has been assigned the task 
of precuring by the end of the week suffi- 
cient contributions from Atlanta citizens and 
business firms to finance the show, is con- 
fident of a general hearty and generous re- 
sponse to its appeal for funds. 

Every business man in the city—because 
everyone of them stands to reap rich re- 
turns—is asked to contribute, and it is ex- 
pected that practically every one of them 
will do so in the realization of the fact that

Georgia Is Held Up 
As a “Horrible Example” 
Of What Prohibition Failure 


Editor Constitution: While the prohibi- 
tionists are gloating and chanting over their 
victories in some states and ignoring their 
defeats in other states, let us try 
answer to this question: 

“What is it all about?” 

There must be some excuse for a vast 
destruction of lawful property; some ex- 
cuse for throwing scores of thousands of 
wage-earners out of employment; some ex- 
cuse for destroying immense local, state and 
national revenues—but surely that excuse, 
whatever it may be, is not public hatred for 
beer or for whisky, or for what the vintner 


sells. 

Let us consider the case of Michfgan, 
where, in the name of “temperance,” the peo- 
ple voted to prohibit the making and selling 
of beer and other liquors in that state. Does 
this mean that the people of Michigan have 
turned against spirituous, vinous and malt 
liquors; that the cocktail has become dis- 
tasteful; that the beer-stein is no more than 
a mural decoration, and that the wine bottle 


is to be forgotten in its dusty cobwebs? 

Well, not exactly, if we take the word 
of the spokesman ror the “temperance” 
forces ih Detroit, his word as published be- 
ing as follows: 

The Georgia Law. 

“To be specifica Michigan will have about 
the same law that Georgia has, for instance.’ 

Now, then, what sort of a law has Geor- 
gia, and to what extent does it abolish 
liquor? 

I have just received from Claude C. Ma- 
son, clerk of the coyrt of ordinary of At- 
lanta, Ga., an official count of the packages 
of liquor received monthly in Atlanta un- 
der the prohibition law that “limits” liquor 
shipments to four times as much whisky, 
three and one-haif times as much beer and 
twenty-four times as much wine as is con- 
sumed pet ae on the pverage by the 

le of the nation as a whole. 
a Georgis adopted prohibition in 1908, but 
it was not until last Pe that the at- 
tempt was made to Hmit shipments. The 
new law puzzied the Georgians at first, but 
they are adjusting themselves rapidly to the 
changed conditions, judging from the in- 
crease in the number of registered ship- 
ments as shown by the following table: 
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or 972,000 Seth & year, and the shipments 
are increasing by leaps and bounds and by 
gulps and gurgles. 

Wherefore, it would seem that the pro- 
hibitionists of Michigan intend that the de- 
mand for liquor shall be recognized and sup- 
plied, and that the prohibition movement 
Shall not be construed as an attack on drink, 
on the Michigan 
industries producing and selling wine, beer, 


| whisky and cider. 


What, then, was so objectionable about 
the liquor business in Michigan that a ma- 
ority of voters should decide to destroy 
rewery, hotel and collateral property val- 
ued at $20,000,000; to throw 60,000 wage- 
earners out of employment and to menace 
civil and religious liberty?

To exchange the stein of beer for the 
case of beer and the glass of whisky for 
the jug of whisky is surely not of suffi- 
cient “temperance” value to warrant such 
running amuck at the polling booth? 

Wouldn’t it be a good idea to step aside 
ane oct a better perspective of the situa-

Wouldn’t it be wise to find out just what 
the people want in regard to the making, 
distributing and selling of liquor? 


Isn't it a settled fact that the people 


‘intend to use wine, beer and whisky; that 


the people do not object to the mére mak- 
ing of liquors; that the people do not object 
te the mere distributing and selling of these 
beverages? 

If these are settled facts, why not make 
them the basis for constructive, reasonable 
legislation rather than ignore them and con- 
tinue to prey havoc with private property 
public morais and approved governmental 
principles? 

Is. it possible that we Americans are so 
crude and crass that we must go on to the 
bitter end of the prohibition program, know- 
ing all the while that what we really need 
is to provide for lawfully supplying in a 
satisfactory manner the demand of the peo- 
ple for the products of the very distilleries 
and breweries that are being razed to the 
ground in ill-guided protest against phases 
easily modified or eliminated? 

Just suppose that the prohibition pro- 
gram shall be carried out to the “end of the 
rainbow”’—even to nation-wide prohibition? 

Suppose that thirty-six states shall say 
that they and the other twelve shall outlaw 
the manufacture of liquor for “sale:” the 
transportation of liquor for “sale;” the im- 
portation of liquor for “sale?” 

Well, it would mean the destruction of 
hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth of 


property and investments—but it would not | 


make unlawful the manufacturing, trans- 
porting and importing of wine, cider, beer 
and w vert | for personal use. 

It would allow every farmer to establish 
a distillery and permit every home to op- 
erate a kitchen wer. 

Who is so foolish as to believe that na- 
tion-wide prohibition, so-called, would create 
anything but a nation-wide necessity for a 
solution of the liquor problem? 

Then why not solve it now? 

Why not do away with the objectionab 
features of the liquor business and reta’ 
the features that are necessary in furnisi 
ing the products that practi every boc 
insists that we shall have?

Macon-Atlanta Highway 
Will Be Completed by July 1, 
Says Chairman Patterson 


'‘Rditor Constitution: With reference to 
your editorial on the Macon-Atlanta high- 
way, this important road deserves attention 
and was selected by the state highway de- 
partment as the first project to be submit- 
ted for federal aid. To adequately con- 
atruct this road we estimate it will cost more 
than $100,000, and where such a large sum is 
involved it takes some time to work out 
the preliminaries necessary before actual! 
work is begun if we adequately protect the 
counties and the government in this expend- 
iture so that they may get full value for 
the money expended. We have proceeded 
just as expeditiously as possible. Indeed, 
we are ahead of nearly all the highway de- 
partments of the United States. Wé have 
already selected our engineers ahd directed 
them to begin work upon this highway on 
next Monday. We could not do this sooner 
for the reason that we had no money with 
which to pay our engineers, and before we 
could place them we had to secure thé funds 
from the counties for this engineering serv - 
ice. This required conferences and action by 
the county boards, all of which requires 
time. 

Our engineer estimates that it will cost 
about $2,000 to make the survey for this road, 
and we have already called on the counties 
along the road to pay their pro rata of this 
sum into the hands of our secretary so that 
can be finished immédiately. it 
will take about six weeks to complete this 
survey, then contracts will have to be let 
and signed up by the government and the 
counties before construction work begins. 
We hope to have the work of actual con- 
struction begin about the first of February 
or very soon thereafter and to be completed 
before July 1. 

We hope that there will be no delay in 
the second year’s program, because after the 
construction work begins on the projects laid 
out for the first year we will immediately 
begin the work of surveying and making» 
contracts for next year’s work; so we hope to 
have the second year’s work begin on July 1, 
1917, or soon thereafter. We desire to ex- 
pedite this work, but at the same time we 
desire to conserve the interest of the coun- 
ties involved and not waste their efforts in 
hasty and unwise construction. 

In this connection I desire, personally 
and for our department, to thank The Con- 
stitution and other papers of the state for 
their aid given our department in securing 
the proper county co-operation so as to in- 
sure the best results for Georgia.

This percentage of increase is based 
upon the revenue from freight coming 
to Atlanta during two representative 
months of 1916, from which the ap- 
proximate revenue for the year was 
deduced, as against what this revenue 
would have been on the same traffic 
under the rates in effect prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 1916. 

The total increase in gross revenue 
from freight traffic under the January 
1 revision is shown to aggregate $73,- 
000 per annum. 

Against this increase in the rates to 
Atlanta, which city is one of the several 
depressed rate points in the south at 
which rates were similarly increased, 
the carriers points out, that there have 
been reductions in rates to several 
thousand intermediate points which 
will make deep inroads into this in- 
crease, if, indeed, it does not alto- 
gether wipe it out. 

The rates of January 1, which are in 
this h@aring under attack, were the 
result of an order from the interstate 
commerce commission directing the 


railroads to publish rates observing the 
long and short haul principle, which 
is that the rates to an intermediate 
point shall not be higher than the 
rates to a point beyond, 

Prior to January 1 Atlanta and a 
number of the other larger jobbing 
centers of the south enjoyed rates from 
eastern, western and other distant pri- 
mary market points lower than to in- 
termediate points. In adjusting this 
lack of compliance with the long and 
short haul principle, the carriers pub- 
lished rates which were the result of 
e “leveling’’ process—that is, increas- 
ing the rates to the depressed rate 
points and decreasing the rates to the 
intermediate points—instead of asking 
the interstate commerce commission 
for a “horizontal” increase in rates, 
such as t 5 per cent increase which 
just prior to that time granted to the 
carriers of the Central Freight asso- 
ciation and trunk line territories, al- 
though they stated their belief that 
they need and are entitled to increases 
similar to those of other territories. 

Witnesses for the carriers testified 
that they are frankly surprised 
at the showing by the figures just com- 
piled, and did not hesitate to admit 
that had they known this result be- 
forehand they would have sought in- 
creases for the depressed rate points.

“Wells leased the Grand from the 
Shuberts, and it was pleaded he had 
failed to pay the rent as agreed. Suit 
was brought in the supreme court by 
Arthur William Kelin, representing the 
Shuberts.” 

Wells was dispossessed of the Grand 
by the sheriff's office several months 
ago, after the theater, under his con- 
trol, had been run variously with mov- 
ing pictures, vaudeville and road at- 
tractions. 

The Grand is now being operated by 
Marcus. Loew with Loew vaudeville 
attractions. 


ARGUMENTS CONCLUDED 
IN THE TRABUE CASE 


Nashville, Tenn., November 28.—Ar- 
guments were concluded today in the 
case of Charlies CC. Trabue, on trial for 
kilfing Harry S. Stokes, another attor- 
ney, in the latter’s private office, April 
26. Judge A. B. Neil will charge «the 
jury tomorrow morning. 

Arguments were made in behalf of 
the state by J. B. Garner and Attorney 
General A. B. Anderson. Arguments 
for the defense were made by Jeff Mc- 
Carn and J. M. Anderson. 

The state’s attorneys insisted that 
the enmity that existed between Stokes 
and Trabue was first aroused by Tra- 
bue, who denounced Stokes in a court 
record three years ago in the face of 
Stokes’ denial of having violated an 
agreement, as charged. They charged 
that Stokes manifested no bitterness 
from 1913 until in 1915, when Trabue 
entered the taxpayer’s suit as oppos- 
ing counsel, and that anything that 
Stokes may have said resulted from 
Trabue’s demeanor in that case. They 
declared that Trabue, with malice in 
his heart and an automatic pistol in 
his pocket, went to Stokes’ office, April 
26, to force him to sign an _ apology, 
and with the intention of killing him 
in the event the apology was not 
signed. 

he defense contended that Trabue’s 
trip to Stokes’ office was lawful in 
that he went there on a peace mission. 
In view of Stokes’ own hatred to him 
and knowing of numerous threats made 
against his life, it was insisted that 
he had a lawful right to go armed to 
protect himself. They insisted that 
every physical fact brought out by the 
state, the range of the bullets, the 
location of bullet holes in Stokes’ cloth- 
ing and neck corroborated the state- 
ment of Trabue that he was engaged 
in an encounter with Stokes when the 
shots were fired.

The feature of yesterday's session 
before Judge Ben Hill was the intro- 
duction of the testimony of two con- 
fessed dynamiters on behalf of the 
prosecution in efforts to demonstrate

These witnesses were I. G. Williams 
and J. T. Wilson, the latter of whose 
sensational explanation of the dyna- 
miting siege was printed in Tuesday 
morning’s Constitution, his assertion 
being that the car explosions were 
actuated by ‘inflammatory sentiment 
brewed by strike orators. 

The effort to introduce the confessed 
dynamiters’ evidence was fought by J. 
L. Key, leading counsel for the defense. 
Williams, who was testifying before 
the grand jury when he was called to 
the stand, embellished his story with 
a narrative of how he obtained much 
of the explosives for the car dynamit- 
ing. e 

“I went to Douglasville in a motor 
car three weeks ago,” he said, ‘‘and 
brought back a supply of dynamite, 
which I took to a Pulliam street ad- 
dress, giving it out to four or five 
strikers.” 

Expenses Were Paid. 

Asked what were his expenses on 
the trip, the witness said they amount- 
ed to $14.50, and that J. A. Hollis got 
an order signed by a man named Teat 
—J. O. or H. O., the witness said—he 
couldn’t remember the exact initials. 
Ben Conyers, attorney for the prose- 
cution, put the question: 

“Did this man Teat co-operate with 
Pollard in working up the strike?” 

“78.” 

“To whom did you present the or- 
der?” was another question. 

“To Mr. Carver, the financial secre- 
tary, I believe, of the carmen’s unlon.” 

Williams, in answer to questions, 
said he had been with the street rail- 
way company for four years, and thaa 
he had never been in any previous 
trouble. 

“When did you first get into trou- 
ble?” was asked him. 

When he joined the strikers, was the 
reply. 
Considerable wrangle resulted be- 
tween the defense and prosecution 
when Williams was asked what speech, 
or action, of Pollard had influenced 
him to participate in dynamiting. He 
answered that he did not believe any- 
thing Pollard himself had ever done 
had actuated him. At this, Attorney 


Conyers was on his feet, declaring that 
the state had been trapped by the wit- 


ness. 

The defense submitted argument to 
the contrary, whereupon Mr. Conyers 
Stated that the witness had told at- 
torneys for the state that he had been 
Ba ee by the agitation of Pollard.

J. T. Wilson, the second confessed 
dynamiter, was next put on the stand. 
He told of placing the explosives which 
dynamited a Forrest avenue car, say- 
ing he had obtained the sticks of dyna- 
mite from Williams. . 

In answer to the question of what 
caused him to commit the deed, he 
replied that it was the stroet car agi- 
tation. 

“Agitation by whom?” was a ques- 


on. 

“The strike leaders—Pollard and 
Teat, I guess, who told the strikers 
that something would have to be done 
to keep people from riding on the cars. 
In Pollard’s speech the night the strike 
started, he urged me to go to the barhs 
the next morning and keep thom from 
taking the cars out. 

“There were speeches every meeting. 
On one occasion Mr. Teat said that 
things were getting pretty blue, and 
that he wanted us ali to get out and 
sell papers that night, and then said: 
‘You know what that means.’ That 
night there were several explosions. 

‘Pollard never said anything to you 
about using dynamite, did he?’ was a 
question asked by the defense 

“Well,” responded the witness, “he 
never used the word dynamite.” 

Other ‘witnesses of the day were L. 
Q. Meadors, an inspector of the trolley 
system, who testified to scenes of dis- 
order following the Wilson parade in 
which the striking carmen took part: 
G. H. Porter, a fruit and produce mer- 
chant, who hobbled into the courtroom 
on crutches, because of injuries he had 
received on a dynamited trolley car. 

Prepared to Use Violence. 

He was asked if he had talked with 
any of the strikers or sympathizers 
during the strike agitation. and replied 
that he had told a number of them 
that they would never win the strike 
without violence. He asserted that 
they had told him the strikers’ were 
prepared to use violence if necessary. 

The defense opened its rase shortly 
after the convening of the afternoon 
session, the first witness being Coun- 
cilman Claud L. Ashley, who was in- 
troduced for the purpose of showing 
that Pollard’s conduct in the strike had 
been peaceful. 

He described the scene ii: the office 
of Mayor Woodward when Pollard 
went there at the summons of the may- 
or, telling of the subsequent encounter 
and of how the mayor had threatened 
the strike leader with a prison sen- 
tence. 

Other witnesses called to support this 
angle of the defense’s plea that Pol- 
lard undertook lawfully te carry out 
the Atlanta strike, were Jerome Jones, 
editor of The Journal of Labor; Coun- 
cilman Leonard Bell, a union man; 
Councilman W. H. Johnson, of the Fifth 
ward, and Secretary Kar) ixsarston, of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades. 

Councilman Johnson denied that he 
had at one time asserted he was 
“against the street railway company— 
right or wrong.”

~ CHURCH TO CONTINUE 


Mission Training Schools to Be 
Conducted With Present 
Church Organization. 


The establishment of the Missionary 
Training school in the Wesley Memo- 
rial building will not interfere with 
the continued work of the church. The 
church will go on as before, with only 
the variations deemed best in the work 
of the school, which will go hand in 
hand with the work of the church. Dr. 
J. A. Sharp, former president of Young 
Harris college, is the new pastor as 
well as the president of the training 
school. 

As pastor, Dr. Sharp will use his 
students in doing Christian work in the 
city. The board of stewards and the 
Sunday ‘school officials have been elect- 
ed for the ensuing year. Rev. G. M. 
Eakes, the former pastor of the church, 
has been transferred to the First 
Church of Gainesville, and Dr. Sharp 
is succeeded as president of Young 
Harris college by Rev. George L. King. 

With the belief that the interests of 
the church could be furthered by the 
establishing of a Missionary Training 
school in Atlanta for men and women, 
the North Georgia conference, at its 
recent annual meeting in Griffin heart- 
ily commended the project. It is ex- 
pected that the South Georgia confer- 
ence, at its next meeting, will as 
heartily indorse the movement as did 
the North Georgia conference, and that 
all Georgia Methodism will join hands 
in making the Missionary Training 
school a great and good institution. 

Besides Dr. Sharp the faculty of the 
school will be composed of members 
of the faculties of Candler School of 
Theology, of Emory university; of the 
Nurses’ Training school, of Wesley Me- 
morial hospital, and such of the faculty 
of the Atlanta Medical college, of Em- 
ory university, as may become neces- 
sary in teaching certain courses. 

The purpose of the Missionary Train- 
ing school is broad in its scope. Work- 
ers for both home and foreign fields 
will be trained in a thorough under- 
standing of the English Bible and in 
such departmental studies as sociology, 
welfare work, kindergarten specialties 
and various other lines of study. 

On the fourth floor of the building 
a dormitory for young women will be 
conducted, and Dr. Sharp and his fam- 
oy will have rooms on this floor.

AMERICANS ARE HELD

BY TURK GOVERNMENT 


Washington, November 28.—Word 
that the Turkish government has re- 
scinded its previous agreement to al- 
low several hundred Americans. to 
leave the Turkish empire via Jaffa 
reached the state department today 
from Ambassador Elkus at Constanti- 
nople. The ambassador was informed 
that the Americans cannot be permit- 
ted to depart because °f military ne- 
cessity and that the official who made 
the previous agreement spoke without 
authority.

San Antonio, Texas, November 28.— 
While the Chicago health department 
is striving to hold the cost of food for 
members of the diet squad within the 
limit of forty cents a day per person, 
the government is feeding the thou- 
sands of soldiers on the border at a 
daily per capita cost of twenty-seven 
cents.

Reports of Marine Perils 
Cause Break—The Market 
Loses 5 to 7 Cents. 


Chicago, November 28.—Railroad em- 
bargoes and marine perils that threat- 
ened to bring shipments of grain to a 
standstill led today to a semi-panic 
in the wheat market. Exciting breaks 
in values, as much at one time as 13 %C 
a bushel, were followed by partial 
rallies. The close, nevertheless, was 
wild, at $1.66 to $1.67% for December 
and $1.74% to $1.75 for May, with the 
market as a whole 5 to 7% under yes- 
terday’s finish. Other leading staples, 
too, all showed a setback-—corn 2 to 
2% @2%c, oats 2% to 3c and provisions 
10 to 30c. is 

Although much nervousness was 
shown by the wheat trade at various 
periods throughout the session, it was 
not until the last hour that the fall in 
prices became of an extraordinary 
character. The fact, however, that 
finally buying orders seemed to have 
almost vanished from the pit Drought 
xraders to a sudden realization of wnat 
Was implied by a virtual embargo on 
railroad transport of grain to the sea- 
board. One aiter another of late snip- 
ments could not be accepted. This 
was especially the case today, and ul- 
timately proceeded to such an extent 
that nearly all roads from Chicago east 
were shown to be involved in a gen- 
eral congestion of facilities, a choke- 
up due in a measure to the evident im- 
possibility of obtaining an adequate 
number of ocean freight vessels for 
immediate sailing 

In the las thirty minutes of trading 
the wheat crowd, stirred by accumu- 
lating details of this situation and by 
reports of numerous successes of the 
German submarines, as well as by the 
torpedo boat raid on the English coast, 
threw wheat holdings on the market 
with a reckless energy that has sel- 
dom been equalled. The result was 
that prices. fluctuated as much as 4 
cents at a time between trades, and the 
pit was nearly a bedlam, while wheat 
that owners had hoped to realize $2 or 
even $3 a bushel was sacrificed in some 
cases as low as 

Coarse grains tumbled with wheat. 
The restrictions on shipping affected 
corn and oats equally with the more 
expensive cereal, but the liquidation 
of holdings, although severe, did not 
draw out the half frenzied eagerness 
shown in wheat. 

Provisions gave way chiefly to weak- 
ness in the hog market. Arrivals of 
hogs throughout the west were great- 
ly in excess of the number on the cor-

An executive order, made public here 
today by W. S&S. Andrews, superintend- 
ent of transportation of the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific rail- 

and Harriman and Northeastern 
eailrond, requires all the coal mining 
companies on_ «hese lines to furnish 
the railroads 75 per cent of their out- 
put until the order is rescinded. Mr. 
Andrews said the confiscation of coal 
was deemed advisable from the fact 
that railroad lines have only a day’s 
supply on hand, and that several of 
the mines would reduce their produc- 
tion during the Christmas holidays. 

In issuing the order, Superintendent 
Andrews said that the railroad lines, 
which are part of the Queen and Cres- 
cent system, had a coal supply that 
would last only twenty-four hours. 
Railroad attorneys here said the order 
was justified from the fact that only 
by such action could the railroads op- 
erate. No coal destined to gas compa- 
nies or municipalties will be taken by 
the railroads, it was said. 

Local coal dealers anticipated an ad- 
vance of from $2 to $3 a ton as a di-- 
rect effect of the order. Domestic 
coal is retailing in Chattanooga at 
from $6.50 to $7 a ton, and steam coal 
at from $3.50 to $5.50. The Durham 
Coal and Iron company is reported to 
have extensive contracts for supplying 
industrial plants with coal at $2.20 a 
ton, which will cost $5 to fill during 
the operation of the C. N. O. and T. P. 
and H. and N. E. order. 


GERMAN WARSHIPS RAID 
CLOSE TO ENGLISH COAST 


London, November 28.—An _ official 
German statement, given out here to- 
day, says German naval forces have 
made another raid close to the Eng- 
lish coast, near Lowestoft, capturing 
a vessel. 

The German statement is quoted in 
an official British communication. The 
Berlin statement is. given as follows: 

“The admiralty announces that a 
portion of our naval forces again exe- 
cuted a raid, going close to the Eng- 
lish coast. Now far from Lowestoft an 
enemy patrol vessel and its crew were 
captured. Some neutral steamers also 
were stopped and searched, but as they 
carried no contraband they were re- 
leased. Our naval forces returned with- 
out seeing any trace of the enemy.” 

The British admiralty appends «che 
following: 

“A report has been reecived that the 
armed trawler Narval was on duty off 
the east coast on the night of Novem- 
ber 26 and is missing. This presum- 
ably is the vessel refererd to.” 


This is the second German raid in 
the last week. On the night of No- 
vember 23 German destroyers bombard- 
ed the town of Ramsgate, near the 
mouth of the Thames. The German 
admiralty announced that a British 
outpost vessel had been sunk by gun- 
fire, but this was denied Officially by 
London. 

Lowestoft is on the North sea, about 
75 miles northeast of Ramsgate.

London, November 28.—In the house 
of lords the Earl of Derby, under-sec- 
retary for war, set at rest rumors in 
circulation that there wa's friction be- 
tween General Sir Douglas Haig, the 
British commander-in-chief in France, 
and the home authorities.
